Skattlk, Wash., Jan. 31. — The 
steamship Corona of the I’acific Coast 
Steamship Co., plying between Seattle 
and Dyea, Alaska, was wrecked Janu- 
ary 24 in Grenville sound, olf Kennedy 
Island. The passengers were all 
saved, but the vessel and cargo are un- 
derstood to.be a total’ loss. The pas- 
sengers were taken to Lewis island, 
where the.y now are. 

The Corona came to Seattle Septem- 
ber 1 from San Francisco to take the 
p\ace of the Mexico, lost the previous 
month in Di.xon Entrance. Since No- 
vember 0 the Corona had made five 
round trip voyages to the head of Linn 
canal,; and was on its sixth trip north 
when lost. It was built in 18S8 at a 
cost of §200,000. It was insured for 
§120.000. 

The Corona sailed from Seattle on 
January 20 for Dyea and Skaguay. It 
had accommodations for 225 pa.s.sen- 
gers, 130 being first class, and all it.s 
berths were sold from Puget Sound 
port.s. At Seattle alone were sold 75 
first class and 77 second clas.s. 

Its freight amounted to 700 tons. 
Among the passengers was a party of 
six from San Jose, Cal., led bv .lohn 
Stanley and A. L. Plhrnman. They 
w’ere going north under a contract to 
build a wharf and warehouse in Ska- 
guay. As a side issue the six 
shipped a regular cutter sleigh 
and about 30 smaller sleds for 
use in transporting freight and 
pas.sengers over the Skaguay 
road. The party had 00 mules in San 
Francisco for shipment to Skaguay” as 
soon as the transportation could be 
secured. A most complete printing 
outfit was aboard the Corona, shipped 
to Dyea. It belonged to E. W. Pollock, 
formerl3' of Mount Vernon.. Wash., 
who intended to issue in l).yea theonU’^ 
tlail.y newspaper in Alaska. 'Fhe c.vlin- 
der press was the largest yet taken 
north. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. Foster and Mr. and 
Mrs. F. E. Tha.yer sailed for Fort Wran- 
gel on the Corona. The.v inteml lo lo- 
cate on the new town site called Gol- 
dike. 

G. Wilson left on the Corona intend- 
ing to pu.sh into that region without 
delaj'. He figured on reaching there 
in March, and, after spending a couple 
of weeks, to start on the return trip. 
He had engaged Indian guides and 
owned a number of dogs. Several 
others aboard the Corona intended 
starting at once for the Klondike. It 
is estimated that three-fourths of the 
passengers were bound for the mines.

Brig. Aranguren was evidently 
alx)ut 24 3*ears of age, of fair com- 
plexion, with blonde hair and a small 
moustache. The bo<l\', which shows 
two bullet wounds on the head and 
one in Ihe right leg. is dressed in cash- 
mere pantaloons, gray woolen coat, 
yellow shoes and gaiters comparative- 
ly new. It is said that the gaiters and 
,the vest once belonged to Lieut, i’ol. 
Joaquin Ruizc, the aide-de-camp of 
Capt. Gen. IJlanco, who, having gone 
last December to Aranguren's camp 
with terms of surrender, was e.xecutcd 
b^' Aranguren or with his approval. 

According to the Spanish authori- 
ties Brig. Aranguren was surprised 
while on a visit to a j'oung- woman on 
the Pita farm between Campo Florida 
and Tapistc. lie was wounded and on 
tr^'ing to escape was shot dead. 

Among tlic prisoners is the father of 
the \'oung woman. He was the dyna- 
miter of Aranguren's band. 

Capt. Sigsbee, of the United States 
warship Maine, accompanied oj- Con- 
sul Ctcnerai Lee and Lieuts. Howard 
and llalcman, of the Maine, paid a 
visit Thursday* to Gen. Parrado, tho 
acting captain-general, who rcceivetl 
them courteously* and cordially*. They* 
expressed themselves as well satisfied 
with the interview. Friday* morning 
at 10 o'clock Gen. Parrado accompan- 
ied by* Consul (ieneral Lee, will return 
the visit on board the Maine.

Next Session of the National Association 
Will Itc Held in Cincinnati. 

New York, .Jan. 28. — The third and 
last day c>f the National Association of 
Manufacturers convention opened with 
a discu.ssion of the state ta.xation of 
foreign corporations. On the motion of 
Thos. McDougall. of Ohio, it was de- 
cided that the subject be referred to a 
committee of five to be appointed by 
the president, and w*ho should put 
themselves in communication with 
other associations considering the 
same subject. 

It was also resolved on the motion of 
Mr. McDougal that the associations 
deems it of the most importance that 
a proper exhibit of the manufacturers 
of the United States be display*ed at 
the Paris exposition in 1900 and that 
congress make suitable appropriation 
for the same.

Of Business In the United State*.— An In- 
crease In Business Bat No Improvement 

in Prices Noted. 

New York, Jan. 29. — R. G, Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade Saturday 
says; 

The first month of the new year has 
brought rather more increase in busi- 
ness but less improvement in prices 
than \vas expected. With payments 
through clearing houses 7.3 per cent, 
larger than in 1892, and probably the 
largest ever known in any month, 
with railroad earnings 11.2 per cent, 
larger than the best of past years, 
the fact that prices are very low only 
shows more clearly* the increase in 
quantities of products sold. Nor is 
there any disposition to refuse orders, 
even at present prices; indeed, the 
competition of manufacterers seeking 
orders alone prevents a rise. Most 
of them have all they can manage, ^ 
many working night and day, and 
one great steel concern running on 
Sunday*, but the works not yet tilled 
with orders are seeking contracts at 
as low prices as have ever l>een made, 
indicating that even these -are not en- 
tirely unprofitable. 'J'he settlement 
of wages on a 10 per cent, advance in 
April for 200,000 coal miners of the 
central region, with other changes, 
w’ill tend toward a larger demand for 
products of all kinds, though also to- 
ward some increa.se in the cost of man- 
ufacture. 

Wheat has been con.spieuous, raising 
.5 cents for the w*eek. with 5}^ cents 
for May options. Western receipts 
have been 10,009.053 bushels in four 
w*eeks. against 0,045,712 last year, but 
Atlantic e.xports have been 12,003. 828 
bushels in four weeks against 7,103,- 
074 last year. and I’acific ex- 
ports, witliout Tacoma, for the week 
were 4.105.5S3 bushels, against 3,454,* 
995 bushels last y*ear. So heavy* an out- 
go w ith wheat over 81 per bushel, and 
w ith corn exports for the four weeks 
equalling the extraordinary movement 
of last y*ear, disclo.ses the strength of 
foreign demand even better than cur- 
rent accounts of disappointing ‘ship- 
ments from Argentina and poor pros- 
pects in Russian. Cotton has risen a 
-si.xteenth, notwithstanding the strikes 
in eastern mills and ihe official report 
of a decrease of 10.5 per cent in British 
e.xports of cotton goods last year. 

The iron manufacturer is getting 
larger orders for finished products, 
which crowd many* works almost be- 
yond their capacity, although some 
others are still in the market and keep- 
ing prices down. I’ig iron is steady, 
except that Bessemer at Pittsburgh 
is 10 cents lower, the output last 
year being officially reported as 
9.052,080 tons, and the consump- 
tion in this country, unsold stocks 
con.sidered, 9,025,383 tons against 9.001.- 
404 in the largest previous y*car, which 
w as 1895, and 9,394,032 tons in 1892.

Washington. Jan. 29.- -The cable- 
gram from Madrid Friday morning 
claiming to be inspired by the Spanish 
government indicating the agreement 
between Spain and the United States 
to what amounts to a joint protecto- 
rate over Cuba is not denied by the

concessions in Cuba, fully equal to 
those enjoyed by Spain herself, the 
United States undertakes to guarantee 
the maintenance of peace in the island, 
thereby* promoting the investment of 
American capital there and advancing 
the material and social prosperity of 
Cuba.

Tac’o.m.\, Wash., Jan. 29, — Hon. El- 
wood Evans, the oldest practicing law- 
yer in this state, dropped dead from 
heart disease on the street at noon Fri- 
day*. He was 70 years of age and came 
to the Puget Sound from Philadelphia 
in 1851 as a deputy* collector of cus- 
toms. In 1802 he was secretary of the 
territory* and during 180.5-0 was acting 
governor during the absence of Govs. 
Pickering and Cole.

Columbus, O., Jan. 29.— The Senate 
Bribery Investigating committee met 
in the senate judiciary room at 11 
o'clock Friday morning. Representa- 
tive .John C. Otis, of Cincinnati, was 
called to the stand. 

Otis said he owned a drug store at 
the corner of Sixth and Vine streets, 
Cincinnati. On January 8, 4898, he w*as 
in Cincinnati. He was not acquainted 
with H. II. llolienbeek, member of the 
State Republican Central committee. 
He met Henry lIari»ison Boyce in Cin- 
cinnati January 7. At 11 o’clock Fri- 
day, January* 7, witness was called u-p 
at his drug store by ’I’hone 280, by* a 
man who .said he was Gen. Henry Har- 
rison Boyce, of New York, and was at 
the Great Southern hotel, Columbus; 
he had come here to see Otis, but ar- 
rived in Columbus after the witness 
had left for Cincinnati. 

Boy*cc made an appointment to meet 
Otis at the Gibson house, Cincinnati, 
that evening. The witness met Boyce 
there at 0:30 p. m. Boyce said he had 
come to see Otis on very important 
business. 

Boyce said he represented J. Pierpont 
Morgan, of New York, who had Ohio 
interests to be looked after this win- 
ter; he also said tliat he was a friend 
of C. C. Shane, of New York, an in- 
timate friend of President McKinley. 
Boyce .said Shane would on the follow- 
ing night have an interview* with the 
president on the Ohio senatorial situ- 
ation. 

After a chat along that line, they 
parted, to meet again at the Gibson 
house at 3 p. m. the day following. 

After he left Boyce, Otis w*ent to At- 
torney T. C. Campl)ell and told him 
what had transpired, and told Camp- 
bell it was very evident what Boy*ce 
was after, and that he (Otis) would not 
keep the appointmenL Otis was urged, 
however, to do so, in order to trap 
Boyce. 

Saturday morning Jerry Bliss, of 
Columbus, an anti-Ilannaite. called on 
Otis at his Cincinnati home to urge 
him to go on with the negotiations 
with Boyce. 

Otis met Boyce at 3 p.m. Saturday, 
as per agreement. Boyce said he was 
very anxious on account of the presi- 
dent for Hanna's election, and tallced 
of the emoluments the president 
could give Otis if he would vote for 
Hanna. 

Otis again met Boyce later Saturday 
and introduced* T. C. Campbell to him. 
saying Campbell was his attorney and 
he would look after his interests. 

Otis withdrew from the room, leav- 
ing Boyce and Campbell alone. Camp- 
bell later told Otis that Boyce had of- 
fered $10,000 if Otis would vote for 
Hanna. Boyce and Campbell had an- 
other meeting Sunday afternoon. 

After that conference Campbell 
showed Otis $1,000 which he said Boyce 
had given him. 

Boyce and Campbell again met at the 
Hotel Emery, at 9 p. m. Sunday, after 
which Campbell showed Otis $750 more. 
Otis refused to take the money, and 
Campbell returned it. 

That night Campbell told Otis that 
Boyce wrote out a receipt for $1.7.50 to 
be signed by Campbell, but it was not 
signed, as Campbell arranged with 
Boyce to meet him in Columbus the 
next day* to close the deal. That was 
the last time Otis saw Boyce. He .sup- 
posed Boyce had been apprised of his 
dangerous position and had left the 
state. 

Campbell told Otis that Boyce had 
written a telegram to McKinley to be 
signed by Otis, telling the president 
that he (Otis) had concluded to vote for 
Hanna. This was to get Otis on rec- 
ord. The telegram written by Boyce 
was counterfeited by Bliss, who signed 
Otis’ name, and later Campbell gave a 
spurious telegram to Boyce and kept 
the one in Boyce’s handwriting. 

By way of introduction, Boyce show- 
ed Otis a letter from Col. Fred Grant, 
of New York, complimenting him on 
an article in the Commercial Review. 

Campbell told Otis that Boyce was to 
pay $1,750 more in Columbus on Mon- 
day before the senatorial election, and 
the balance of the $10,000 after his vote 
had been cast for Hanna. The witness 
was not present when the alleged deal 
w as made. 

Attorney Thomas C. Campbell next 
testified. There was nothing in his 
testimony to even indicate that Sen- 
ator Hanna, Maj. Dick or Maj. Rath- 
bone had any connection with Gen. 
Boyce, through w’hom it is claimed the 
alleged negotiations were conducted. 
In fact. Attorney Campbell, who came 
all the w*ay* from New York to testify, 
took occasion to say he did not believe 
Senator Hanna was interested in or 
knew Boyce. Moreover, Boy*ce him- 
self had declared to Campbell that 
he’ did dot know Mr. Hanna and 
that if his personal wishes were con- 
sulted he w ould prefer to see him de- j 
feated. Campbell produced a roll oJ 
bills in denominations of $100 and $50, 
aggregating $1,750, which he claimed 
Boy*ce had paid him during the nego- 
tiations. Campbell said if Boyce re- 
turned to Hamilton county he would 
be glad to return the money, other- 
wise he would use part of it in pushing 
a suit for damages against a Colum- 
bus paper.

Washington, Jan. 31. — The senate 
proceediug.s for the week will open 
with a speech by Senator Pettigrew 
dealing with the Hawaiian question, 
which W’ill be delivered Monday. Be- 
yond this speech it is very dilficult to 
forecast the outlook for the week. The 
diversion occasioned by taking up the 
Teller bond resolution has left the sen- 
ate in a somewhat disorganized and 
unsettled condition and with no pre- 
arranged programme. Senator Petti- 
grew’s speech will be made during the 
morning hour, and the probabilities 
are now that at its conclusion or at 
least at 2 o’clock one of the general 
appropriation bills w ill be called up. 

The army and the Icgi.slative appro- 
priation .bills are already on the calen- 
dar and the consideration of the agri- 
cultural bill has been completed by the 
comuiitti'c*, so that it will be rcporteil 
on Monda.v. 

The probabilities are that the army 
bill w ill be the first of these measures 
to receive eonsideration. though there 
is some disposition lo tlisplacc it with 
the legislative bill. Senator Allison, 
chairman of the committee on appro- 
priations. said Sunday that it was his 
propose to have the appropriation bills 
considered in advance of other meas- 
ures, and if he adheres to this deter- 
mination the week may be largely 
taken up with them. So far as can 
now be .seen there are few features in 
the bills already reported calculated 
to arouse discussion. There is a feel- 
ing in certain quarters that the army 
bill should be amended by a provision 
for the increase of the arm3*, and if 
such a change should be attempted it 
would give rise to a very spirited de- 
bate. 

The cen.sus bill also will be pressed 
for.consideration during the week, and 
Senator Cartee, chairman of the cen- 
sus committee, said Sunday* that he was 
vei*3* hopeful of securing its passage in 
the near future. The debate upon the 
civil service will be resumed when this 
bill ^s taken up. and the bill 
will be so amended as to give the con- 
trol of the census bureau to the secre- 
tarj’of the interior. The bimetallist re- 
publican senators are discussing the 
advisability of renewing the financial 
agitation in the .senate by th,e intro- 
duction of .some measure of their own, 
though they do not seem quite so in- 
tent upon this course as they appeared 
to be immediately succeeding the vote 
upon the Teller resolution. If they 
present a resolution it probably* will 
be a declaration to the effect that the 
United States is not committed to the 
gold standard.

This will be the feature of the pro- 
ceedings, While the full repul>- 
lican strength in the house can not be 
commanded against the resolution 
no doubt is expressed by tho.se who 
have made it their business to canvas 
the situation that the majorit3* against 
it will be decisive. As soon as the res- 
olution is reported back from the 
wa3*s and means committee, which may 
be Monda3*, the rules committee will 
bring in a special order for its 
consideration. The time allowed 
for debate is likel3* to be brief, as the 
leaders do not believe there is an3* 
necessit3* for protracted debate, and, 
moreover, a long discussion would 
measurely decrease the very purpose 
they have in view — namely, a prompt 
and decisive negative repl3* to the 
senate’s declaration. The remainder 
of the week will be devoted to 
appropriation bills. The District of 
Columbia is still under discus- 
sion and the fortifications bill is on 
the calendar. The house leaders in- 
tend to give appropriation bills the 
right of way in order to make an early 
adjournment possible. The moment 
the appropriation bills are out of the 
wa3* the new rules will be brought in, 
and after that the contested elections 
cases and the bankruptc3* bill will be 
brought forward. 

Washington, Jan. 31. — Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson has authorized the 
issue in pamphlet form of a prelim- 
inary report upon the soils of the prin- 
cipal tobacco districts of the United 
States prepared b3* Milton Whitney, 
chief of the divi.sion of soils. A study 
of these soils was begun when the to- 
bacco exhibit was being prepared for 
the Columbian e.xposition at Chi- 
cago, and since that time quite 
a number of typical tobacco soils 
have been e.xamined in the labora- 
tory connected with the agricultural 
department. The pre.sent publication 
which is copiously illustrated is a pre- 
liminar3* report of the work that has 
been going on. The main points of in- 
quiry which now ^ach the departmeni 
are in regard to the kind of tobacco 
which should be grown in certain sp»ec- 
ified localities and the method of cur- 
ing the product. Replying to these 
questions the report says climate and 
soil conditions should determine tlie 
kind of tobacco raised.

Importnnt Points f«kr the Carefnl 
Housekeeper. 

WTien the question of the greatest nu- 
trition at the smallest physical oost 
comes up for consideration, it is just 
here that the soup subject claims at- 
tentipn, its range of merits embracing 
all the possibilities between a mild 
stimulant (merely) and a very con- 
densed form of nourishment. Soup is 
your table diplomat. It can excite the 
appetite for good things to come, or 
by quite satisfying all inward ci avings 
fnal^e diners indifferent as to w*'iat fol- 
lows. 

Never make the mistake, dear house- 
keeper, of serving, either to your family 
or guests a nourishing soup when you 
have a good dinner. If you do, be sure 
that all that follows will fall short of 
appreciation. No matter what delight- 
ful surprises are in reserve, they will 
bring you no glory; the praise accord- 
ed you will be perfunctory. Eren at 
dinner, however, there will be oppor- 
tunities for serving your best soups; 
but keep the secret to yourself — will 
be when the dinner itself is slim or 
faulty. 

Never, if you value your character as 
a housekeeper, allow a greas3' soup to 
appear cm joiir table. The regular 
“soup-digester” has a faucet near the 
bottom where the clear soup, without 
an3’ fat, maj' be drawn off. But the 
vessel universally used is a large gran- 
ite or porcelain-lined jiot or kettle, and 
with these the grease must be different- 
ly managed. The l>est way is to strain 
the soup and let it stand over night, 
when all the fat ma\' be lifted in a 
hardened cake from the top. But if 
stock is required for use the day it is 
made the required c^uantitj' must be 
taken out, chilled and skimmed. In an 
emergenej’, when there is no time for 
cooling, take out twice the quantity 
needed and skim, and skim, and skim

You examine the pledge at the pawn- 
broker’s, paying 50 cents for the priv- 
ilege. The diamonds are certainly dia- 
monds (although of a shape and qual- 
ity known to the trade as rose dia- 
monds), and, rather than spend five or 
ten dollars to compensate an expert for 
geing for you to examine them, you 
conclude to advance ten per cent, upon 
the ticket and make it your own. 

“The holder refuses at fiist, but final- 
ly’ yields, and departs with $50 of your 
wealth, and leaves you the ow ner of the 
property, subject to the pawnbroker’s 
lien thereon. You then redeem them, 
w hich costs you' $550 more, and, on tak- 
ing y'our prize to a dealer in diamonds 
you learn that the entire piece of jew- 
elry' is really worth, and would be sala- 
ble at, the sum of $250. 

‘‘Did the skillful and well-informed 
jiawnbroker then really’ lend $500 on a 
collection of stones worth onlv $250? 
Not at all. He probablv advanced $150, 
possibly’ $20Q, and made out a ticket for 
.$500, agreeing with the borrow’er to di- 
vide the profits on the redemption of 
the ticket by’ a third person. But you 
could not hope to prove this, either 
from the books or from the admission.^ 
of the parties. The person with whom 
you dealt belongs to a fugitive class of 
citizens; he at once disappears. The 
pawnbroker exhibits entries to corre- 
spond with the tickets.” — Boston Post.

SANITARY PIGGERY. 



Arrnnsred to Provide Plenty of Sun- 
shine for the Inside. 

It is a noticeable fact thai disease of 
ill kinds, and cholera in particular, is 
most prevalent where the greatest num- 
ber of hogs are kept. The massing of 
those animals together and crowding 
them with sooa.rbonaceousa food as corn 
■s an invitation to disease to come and 
reap a rich harvest; arid unless tiraelj' 
preparations are taken to thwart it, it 
s a harvest which is very liable to be 
gathered, and that successfully, too. 

This is especially true where the pig- 
gery and its surroundings have become 
unsanitary. In such a case disease 
germs multipl 3 ' fast, for disease loves 
dark and dampness, which soon tend to 
enfeeble the strongest and healthiest 
hog and pave the wav' to the most dire 
results. 

.Now. as sunlight is one of the best 
germicides known, this, together with

dry quarters, is ab.«olutely necessary to i 
the continued health of an}' hog. In- ! 
deed, all animals should have the-sun- , 
shine to bask in, and most emphatically i 
does this hold true as regards young | 
animals. Accordingly, when it comes 
to the housing of the hogs for winter 
it is imperative that the piggery be so 
arranged as to provide the requisite 
amount of sunslune inside. When 
building a large piggery, however, the 
problem is how to get the sun’s rays to 
the north side of the building. It is 
simple enough to get the sunlight to 
stream in at the south side, but al- 
though it reaches the floor near the 
south side, it will not reach far back. 
What then, is to be done? Why, use a 
little headwork and build in accordance 
with the following designs, the first of 
which is the perspective view. You will 
thus have the north side of the piggery 
made as warm and sunny, and often 
far more so, than the south side. For, 
to obtain the desired results, the house 
should extend east and west, no matter 
what its size is, which should dej>end 
upon the magnitude of the herd that it 
is to accommodate, and nothing else. 



Som« Really Valaaltle Hints for Nov* 
ices in Aarricultnre. 

This is one of the puzzles to the be- 
ginner, when to buy. All things con- 
sidered, I think the spring the best time. 
In the hands of the master it miglht pay 
to buj- in the fall, as they can be bought 
much cheaper then. But a novice would 
not know whether thej' were in proper 
condition to winter successfully or not. 
or what to do in case they were not, 
or how-^ to prepare them in case the 5 * 
needed special attention preparatory tc 
going into winter quarters. Bait by pur- 
chasing in the spring, even though they 
cost a dollar per colony more, there is 
no risk to run. for with a reasonable 
season thev will pav for themselves and 
there will be something left. 

I would advise buying as near home 
a.s possible, to save express charges, ai 
it is very difficult to ship small lots of i 
bees by local freight. If you feel timid ^ 
about handling them I should advise ' 
buying pure Italians, as they are more > 
quiet than tfne blacks or hybrids; but ; 
if you are not, I would not pay largei | 
prices for any particular strain yo”j 
may see advertised in the bee journals 
The honey gathered bv’ the blacks and 
hybrids is just as sweet, a.nd the quanti- 
ty just as great as that gathered by the 
high-toned or high.-priced races, and nc 
bee on earth builds such delicate combs 
or capsits-honey with such virgin white- 
ness as the poor, despised black bee. 

I would advise, if possible, to buy full 
strong colonies, and wherever you mav i 
live I should advise having them moved 
or shipped about the time apple trees 
blossom. Make your |)urchase as earlv 
; as possible, but don’t be in a hurry tc 
have them moved; they are much bettei 
where they are until settled warir 
weather has come to stay, and- the blos- 
soms are producing nectar. Pethaps 
some of you do.n't feel able to buy 
strong colonies; if not you can buy two 
three or four frame nuclei for less 
money' and at less cost of transporta- 
tion. Tiiese you can build up durino 
the season, and make good colcxnies ol 
them by fall, but you could not rea- 
sonably expect much increase in num- 
ber, or much surplus honey, while or 
the other hand, with strong colonies 
you can double your spring count, anc 
with a good season and good manage- 
me.nt get enough surplus honey to pay 
for the colonies you buy' in the spring 
I advise beginners to make haste slow- 
ly', and make the bees pay tiheir rvay ' 
every' season; then should you meet* 
with winter losses vou will be noth- 
ing out but your time, and will have I 




How Tbey Are Operated and Made fa 
Pay tlie Farmer. 

A corrd- 
spoudent of 
a Brown 
City, Mich- 
igan, paper 
writes as 
follows: 

“A n i n- 
d u 8 t r y 
which is 
proving very advantageous to the settlers 
of North Alberta, Canada, and is truly a 
boon to the fanners, is the establishment of 
creameries by the Government at regular dis- 
tances apart. The Government lurnishes 
the entire plant, puts it in and operates it 
without direct cost to the farmer. From 
the sale of the butter the Government re- 
tains 5 cents per pound, the balance going to 
the farmer. This is continued for three 
years when the Government turns over the 
plant and business to the farmers, giving 
them a clear title of it. Thus these creamer- 
ies are put in at a minimum co.st to the farm- 
er and paid for in a Avay that he least feels it. 
When we were there butter was selling at 
21 and 22 cents per pound. Chee.se factories 
were being established, too, along the rail- 
road and much of the freight loaded on the 
cars on our return trip consisted of butter 
and cheese, as it was in the best season for 
milk. The jiroduce found a ready market in 
the mining and lumbering towns and dis- 
tricts beyond the Rockies, through the Brit-, 
ish Columbia country, where it was, we 
were tohl, difficult to supply the demand.” 
The Klondike is another field now open 
to the Western Canadian farmer for all 
roduce of the farm, and the officials in the 
)epartment of the Interior, Ottawa, Cana- 
da, are kept busy sending out literature de- 
scribing this great agricultural country. I'he 
agents of the Government througliout the 
United States are also supplied with litera- 
ture, which they distribute free.

INTERIOR ARRANGEMENT. 

It will be observed that the “peak” 
6f the roof is south of the center of the 
building, both sides of the roof being of 
the same pitch. This causes the roof 
of the north side to run higher than that 
of the south side in the place where the 
roofs meet, and so enables one to put in 
glass below the one roof and above the 
other, through which the sun will 
stream to the north side of the house 
and, killing disease germs by the mil- 
lion, tone up the system of the pigs and 
shotes and so make them thrifty and 
healthful, like those in the south part 
of the building-. 

Where the door opens, an alley should 
run through the center of the building, 
as shown in the second plan. Thus con- 
structed, the central window is just 
over the south side of the alley, in con- 
sequence of which the sun will shine 
over the alley and into the pens north 
of it, the opposite pens being lighted 
sufficientlj' by the south window. From 
the alley between the feed troughs, 
doors, each two feet wide, should open 
from the pens into the alley. The^e 
have been omitted by our engraver. 
Gates working with a lever should also 
be suspended above the troughs, to shut 
the hogs away while putting in the 
feed. E, E, E, E, are the pens for the 
pigs, w ith a trough (A) in each. B is a 
bin for dry feed, in the middle of the 
alley, with a slop barrel (not lettered) 
on each side. D D are doors opening 
from either end of the alle}'. 

If all these details are looked to and 
the location of the piggery is high and 
dry, the pens being made reasonably 
warm, so that close huddling of the 
swine is not necessary in order for them 
to be comfortable, albeit there is good 
ventilation, one will find such a building 
of great value, not only as a winter 
house, but also as a place in which to 
raise early pigs in spring. 

Such are some of the benefits, indi- 
rectly speaking, that are to be derived 
from the sun, the actinic rays of whifh 
are one of nature's most powerful aids 
to good health. In what way, do you 
ask? Why. simply for the reason that 
they kill disease germs, promote circu- 
lation and digestion and, best of all, 
have a buoyant eftect upon the .spirits 
of both man and beast. We chn there- 
fore do nothing better when construct- 
ing a habitable building of any kind 
than to arrange it so that there can 
enter an abundance of sunlight. This is 
ajiplicable to dwelling-houses, as well 
as to farm buildings. — Frederick O. Sib- 
ley, in N. Y. Tribune.

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PROPERLY' ARRANGED ROOSTS. 

est perch will be uncomfortably crowd- 
ed, w hile a portion of the lower ones is 
unoccupied. The fear of danger will 
prompt fowls to seek the highest roost- 
ing place. If the roosts are level, nc 
injury from getting down and off will 
occur, and the fowls will not crowd 
one another. The arrangement show n 
herewith is a convenient one. Make a 
tight platform feet from the floor to 
catch droppings. Around the edge nail 
a strip onqby three to keep droppings 
from scatt^ing and going on and off. 
A platform arranged in this way is con- 
ducive to cleanliness, as the fowls will 
not step in the manure and track it 
over the floor. Place the roosts a foot 
above the platform and rest them firm- 
ly in a slot or mortise. Make them of 
two hy three scantling, rounded on the 
upper side, planed perfectly smooth so 
that the fowls w ill not be likely to get 
splinters in their feet. Smooth roosts 
are easih' cleaned and do not harbor 
lice. The perches should be far enough 
apart to prevent soiling of plumage; 14 
or 15 inches is about the right distance.
